The fetting of 
them in joint again, 1s an Operation that 
they fear more than geſire. Fear, for the 
ſuppoſed Pair, more than they deſire for 
the belteved Benefir, Hereby they are 
diſpoſed to Jealowſies of all, whoſe Piery 
ofters them their Service. Yea, to Wrath 
againſt them, and Bitterneſſand Clamour. 
Eſpecially, then, when any of their 
Tranſgreſſions do make it ſuſpicious, that 
they do as much need a Chirurgion for 
their own Souls: And, are no more fit 
to admoniſhtheir Friends, than he whoſe 
own Bones are diflocated, is fit to ſet his 
Neighbour's in joint. Beſides; Naſum 
habent ; quick of Scent Sinners are, ve- 
ry often; and ciſtinguith they will, be- 
twixt 4 vain-glorious Buſy-body, and a pi- 
ous Co-worker with God for their Salvation.

It was ordered 
in a Pagan Council of great Renown, 
that zf any good Motion was made by 4 
Counſellor of no very good Fame, it ſhould 
be put by, to prevent its being diſgraced by 
its Author ; [tained with the Blots of his 
Name. And, afterwards ſhould be reſumed, 
and propoſed by ſome eminently wvertuons 
Senator ; that the Oiutment of hu Name 
perfuming it, it might be univerſally grate- 
ful.

For, it's the way 
which Earth and Hell do ſixgularly op- 
poſe. And ſo, that the like Courage is 
requilite for a Reprover, and a Martyr, 
For him that ſhall give the faithful 
Wonnds of the former, and bear the cruel 
Flames of the latter. 

Can any but a Nathan ſay to a David, 
Thou art the Man? Any but an Azarias, 
tell an Vzz#ah his own ? Any but a Paul, 
withſtand a Peter to the Face? And, to 
come lower; mult he not be valiant as 
David, that rebukes ſharply Men of 
lower Degree? What is it to tell them 
of their Faults, but ro pull them about 
our Ears? They have one Street in 
Rome which they call the- /ober oe. It's 
more than I know, if Lozaox it felt hath 
any, wherein Reprogfs do not go for Af- 
fronts. To ſhort, it's cnly Heaven, 
wherein there is neither an 1hmael, {cot- 
fing at Chriſtian Reproot ; or a Tertullzs, 
acculing it; or, a Nero, periccuting ir, 
We arc not yet come to that Jge of the 
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Spirit, wherein ſome think, that either 
Reproofs {hall no longer be zeedful ; or 
that they ſhall become things very grate- 
fal. And in our day it is moſt certain ; 
they muſt be frong in the Lord, who re- 
buke Men for Sin againſt him. St. Baſ!, 
for his Zeal, was ſtiled, 0 HvenG-, the 
Man of Fire. And he who is of any 0- 
ther Spirit muſt deſpair of pull;zo ma- 
ny Souls oat of the Fire. That is, 1n 
St. Jude's Phraſe, reproving Men with 
ſucceſsful Severity. He that fred Peter, 
Luk.

And 
with thele, the great Biſbop of Souls ſends

forth good for nothing. If it bewnrepented, 
it is ſo followed by Divine Vengeance. 
However, it is commonly purſued by 
Mens Ingratitude and Malice, Malice, 
which more haſtily cenſures ove wrong 
Step, than it honours a whole Chriſtian- 
walk. And for a ſmall Miſcarriage, blots 
out the Memory of a thouſand Works 
meritorious. From them and their Tribes, 
meritorious. Even ſo as we have ſome- 
times ſeen 4 /ittle Cloud, ſerving to over- 
ſhadow thewaſt Body of the Sun. Inſomuch, 
that, to the amending of this crooked and 
perverſe World, it's neceſſary that we be 
blameleſs, and harmleſs ; ſincere, and with- 
out offence. True Iſraelites, and very 
Nazarites, Following the old Rabbizxs 
moſt Chriſtian Counlel ; We ſis Inpizs co- 
ram Teipſo; Fear Conſcience as thou fear- 
elt God and the King. And never do an 
1ll thing 1n the ſight of it. Notſo much 
the nervous Arguments, as the preciſe 
Lives of the Primitive Chriſtians, wrought 
upon the Heathen World. As Tuſtin Mar- 
tyr, and others, confeſs of themſelves. 
Yea, it is truly enough ſaid, The Atts of 


the Apoſiles did as much as their Sermons ! 
| Good - 
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Good Works, ſaith Chryſoftom, are unan- 
iwerable Sylogiſms, and convincing De- 
monſirationss Miracles ate ceaſed, and 
good Converſation is to do their Work, 
now.

Are dirty 
Kennel-rakers fit to be Plenipotentiaries,or 
Ambaſſadors ? Are unclean Beaſts fit to be 
made Lord- Almoners, and ſent to beſtow 
the King's Favours ? Are Swzre fit to caſt

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Royal Word? No Man dreams it; con- 
ſequently none can believe himſelf quali- 
fied or commiſſioned to be a Reprover of 
Sin, till he is waſhed, till he is ſaniified, 
rill he 1s juſtified in the Name of our Lord 
Teſwus Chriſt, and by the Spirit of our God. 
A Lunatick Beggar in Athens would dot 
believe but that all the Ships in the Har- 
bour were his. His Miſtake exceeded 
not theirs, who perſwade themſelves, 
that, this Richer Office is theirs, before 


' they are Alive from the Dead, and Born 


of the Spirit, Before they are returned 
to God, or to themſelves. "The Duke of 
Alva is ſaid to. have complained, that his 
King ow him in Fetters to fight for him : 
e, Without his Pardon given him, 
and while he was a Priſoner, he imploy- 
ed him in War, But the Supream King 
1s. a more merciful one ; and orders our 
Charity to begin at home. Making it 
our firſt Duty, to Break off our Sins.

2. v. 17 to 
the end. He telleth us roundly, v. 24. 
The Name of God was blaſphemed among 
the Gentiles, by their means. Salt that is 
not of right Savour, is far from prevezt- 
ing Corruption. Naturaliſts affirm that 
It provoketh it. And doth not hinder, but 
gender, Worms and Vermin. More cer- 
rain it 15, that the inſipid Lip-labour of 
unſanttitied Reprovers, uſecth thus to do. 
My foregoing Particulars have ſhewn, 
by what means 1t doth ſo ; the following 
ones will farther ſhow it. All Obferva- 
tion certifies this; that as 1n the Apoſtles 
days, fon ours, the Walk of many Car- 
nal Goſpellers, maketh them Enemies to 
the Croſs of Chriſt; even while in words 
they wage War for it. 

Enemies, filling up the Meaſure of 
Sinners Prejudices againſt Chriſtianity. 
, And cauſing:them more bitterly to abhor 
the Sacrifice of the Lord. Yea, to open the 
Mouth of Blaſphemy, and ſet it rolling in its 
railing Rhetorick. Damning the whole Ge- 
neration of the Juſt, for a Congreeation of | 
Hypocrites and painted Snakes. In ſhort; 
theſe are the Enemies, which haye made 

the 
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the mad Phaethons of the carnal World 
to ſet it on fire againſt ſerious Religion ! 
And, excited them to belch forth their 
| Enmity, with an Exceſs unheard of in 
former Ages. Theſe Pretenders are plain- 
ly Religion's worſt Perſecutors. There 
| are no ſuch Jeroboams, to make an whole 
| Iſrael ſz. And, it ſhould be ſaid to each 
of them, as Alexander {aid to an 11] Man 
that was of his Name ; Go thy way, and 
change thy Manners, or thy Name. For, 
be their Tongues ever lo religious ; be 
+ theſe moral Negroes (as natural ones) 
| ever ſo white in the Mouth, this is ſure : 
They who enter not in at the ſlrait Gate, 
| themſelves, they will hider, and not 
help their Neighbours, Luke 11. 52. 
| Some Learned do thus conſtrue Prov. 25. 
26. When a rizhteois Man being Enticed 
or Terrified, doth ſinfully fall down before 
| theWitdked, he becomes a troubled (mud- 
died) Fouxtain, and very corrupt (poi- 
{oned) Spriza. A miſchievous Creature, 
that infefts a whole Country, and dit- 
fuſes far abroad his Maligaity. Hs 
Mouth is ne longer a Well of Life, as 
Prov.

| Tools are Men of unbelieving Hearts, for 
this Duty, which hath fuch Recompence 
of Reward ? Such Hearts, as are unmo- 
| ( ved by ſuch Promiles ; as embrace them 

not ; as honour not their Author, bur 
make him a Liar, 1. e. inthe Language of 
PraQtice, give hims the Lie, 1 John 5. 10. 
And, what think we, is God an hard 
Maſter, upon ſuch Encouragements given, _ 
to require very holy Behaviour ?. Blind- 
neſs it ſelf muſt needs ſee the contrary. 
All the World agrees to this, in things 
worldly ; Command well, and pay well ! It 
1s as evident, that iz keeping this Com- 
mandment there u great Reward; as, that 
to the keeping of it there goes great Circum- 
ſbefion.

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| Lips; he walked with God in Peace and 
Equity; and (lo) did turn many away 
from Iniquity. And, what is ſaid unto 
thoſe who departed out of God's way? 
wer. 8.9. They are told, that they are 
made baſe and contemptible before all the 
People. They are given, as our Savi- 
our ſpeaks, to be trodden under Foot of 
Men. Hereto they are given, who /c- 
cretly turn aſide to crooked Paths ; as well 
as they who are more openly Workers of 
Tniquity. For, as Ceſar hated his ſly Bru- 
tzs and Caſſins, as much as his brazen- 
fac'd Antony and Dolabella; the Saviour 
and Kjng of the Church, abhorreth plauſs- 
ble Hypocrites as well as infamous Publicans, 
Nor may he bc cxpeQted ever to honour 
ſuch as Judas, tho they do kiſs him ; 
fuch as the Herodtans, tho they. do praiſe 
him; ſuch as Satay, tho (as he did) 
they do confefſ him. No; both God and 
Mex do ſingularly loath thoſe, who, to- 
gether bate and flatter.

Should not then the Szuffers be pure 
Cold? Should not the Salt be wery ſa- 
zoury ? SAOuld not tie Reprover be a holy 
Crea- 
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Creature ? Such was the Gregory of Neg- 
Ceſarea;, who coming 1ato that City 
found but ſeventeen Chriſtians, and dy- 
ing, did not leave the Number of Infideis 
any greater. Examples: were endleſs ; 
bur, I think chem needleſs. And, I ſup- 
poſe it ſufficiently evinced, that there: 1s 
manifold Reaſon, why all that plead for 
Holineſs with their Mouths, ſhould have 
Holineſs to the Lord engraven on their 
Foreheaas. 

Hath my Prolisity hereon been ted:- 
ous ? Think you that I have harped too 
much on this String ? It 1s to be feared, 
that many may ſo think. Bur, alas tor 
ſuch! No doubt but they are the People, 
and Wiſdom ſhall die with them! Pleaic 
you, Sirs, to receive with Meeknels a tew 
Words.
